: ACTION ALERT ~ Calls to U.S. Senators Needed by TUESDAY 


You’ve probabiy seen news reports of the House of Representatives 
adopting a 7-year budget resolution which "balances the budget" of 


the 


U.S. Government within 7 years. That budget resolution 


contains catastrophic cuts to the foreign affairs functions of the 
United States by ordering budget reductions from $20 billion/year 
to $9 billion/year over those 7 years. If these spending limits 
are also adopted by the U.S. Senate, it will mean that within five 
years the United States will not just eliminate most foreign aid 
including aid to Lithuania, but will also be closing down embassies 
around the world. (Example: Under these budget caps, the $12 
million in aid to Lithuania will be reduced to $6 million.) 


There is a chance to stop these irresponsible cuts that will 
cripple U.S. foreign policy by amending the budget resolution 
within the Senate. Senator Mitch McConnell (R-KY) is offering an 
amendment to restore Spending to the foreign affairs budget, known 
as the "150 account". ' His amendment will come to the floor of the 


Senate next Tuesday, May 23, 1935.
